wours of faithful Miniſters for the good 


of Souls. 

Firſt, this is apperently the grand and 
Tundamental Cauſe of ſo many peoples 
groſi Ignorance of that Religion which 
they are vaptized inta, and have all their 
days lived under the preaching of, and 
tis not to bs denied that thoſe whoſe un- 
derſfardings gain none, or but very in- 
con{iderable improvement by hearing the 
Holy Scriptures read, and the DoGrines 
they contain, explained in tie Church, 
are almo(t univerſally ſach as whoſe Pa» 
rents,or thoſe that had the charge of them, 
took none or very little care to inſtru? at 
home. 

And who doth not ſee alſo, that the 
firange proneneſs of people to be milled, 
ard turned about with every wind of Do- 
Frine, is nothing ſo much to be attri- 
buted to their want of good Preaching, 
as to their not being prepoſſeſſed and ear- 
iy anticipated with the wholeſom words 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, their not be- 
zng timely entidoted with the Doctrine 
that | 15 according to godlineſs, again 
toe

the poiſonous Principles of the many De- 
ceivers that are entred into the world, 
and make ſuch ſad Havock of ſonls a- 
mong our ſelves. 

And as the conſlant experience of man- 
kind aſſureth #9, that there 3s no ſuch 
time for improving in other Sciences or 
Myſteries, as Youth, and that few be- 
come very conſh walls in any profeſſaon, 
who have not ſludied it in their younger 
gears, ſo tis rare to find any that have at- 
tained to but a competent proficiency in 
the great Myſtery of Godlinels, iz whors 
the grounds of it have not been laid in that 
age. Therefore the wile man adviſeth to 
remember our Creator in the days of 
our youth, ard to train up a Child in 
the way that he ſhould go, adding that 
when he1s old, he will not zhez depart 
from it. And as St. Paul told Timothy, 
who had a religious Mother and Grand- 
mother , that from a Child he had 
known the Scriptures, which are ableto 
make him wile to ſalvation, ſo hath it 
always been the pradice of truly pious 
Parents and Governonrs of Touth, to 
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The Preface. 
take care that God and the good things 
of his Law may get the firſt poſſeſſion of 
their Childrens hearts; and not to nee- 
le& the well principling of them till they 
arrive at a mature and ſetiled judgment : 
as well knowing that Young ones are or- 
dinarily as much more docile and tradFa- 
bie than thoſe of Ripe years, as #5 a T wig 
mare lithe and yielding than the body of 
a Grown Tree; azd that 'tis far eaſter 
to prevent the fixing of evil habits in 
their Souls, than to extirpate them being 
frxed. 

Now in crder to the better inſlruding 
of Youth, the way of learning them Ca- 
techilms, or Books containing and exs- 
plaining the Subſtance of Religion by 
Queitions and Anſwers, 3s commend- 
ed by the General and very Ancient pra- 
Fice of the Ciurch of God but it muſt 
be acknowledged that through the too im- 
prudent and unskilful compoſure of moſt 
Catechilms, 1/;5 way hath mot proved 
fo ſucceſsful, as it might (with the bleſ- 
fing of God) have been, had due care and 
judgment been uſed about them.

'T3s eaſte to ſhew how much there 3s of 
miſtake and men in them; and that, 
whereas God commanded the Jews to 
teach their Children his Laws and Sta- 
tutes, n0t ary notions of their own, they 
are generally too faulty in this particu- 
lar : And by this means, have become 
greater propagators, of ſome uncertain 
Speculations, and ever dangerous Er- 
rors, than furtherances of uſeſul and 
neceſſary knowledge; and poſſ;ſſed the 
Learners of them both with a wrong no- 
tion of Chriſtianity i» general, and ſuch 
particular opinions as tend to enervate 
and make inſignificant the wholeſom Do- 
Grine taught by theme. 

This great abufs hath very much been 
complained of by Wile and Good men; 
and it was the affjeFing ſenſe that the moſt 


piows and worthy Perſons, our Authors, 


had of it that prevail'd with him to com- 
poſe this Catechiſm: of whom (by the 
way) T cannot ſÞrbear (notwithſtanding 
the extremely narrow room Iam here con- 
findto) to give this general and very ſhort 
Account, VIZ. | 
That '

That as he was highly valued (by men 
capable of underſtanding the warth of that 
accompliſhment) for his excellent Learn- 
ing,ſo allGood men that had the happineſs 
of knowing him could do no other than 
greatly !ove and honour him for the incom- 
parably more noble endowment of a di- 
vine texzper and moſt Chriſt-like ſpirit 
that appeared in him. Among other, there 
were no vertues he was more obſerved to be 
an Example of, than a Dove-like inno- 
cence © i1mplicity, a Lamb-like meek- 
neſs, humility ad peaceableneſs, the 
greateſt benignity, candor ard ingenu- 
ity, the moſt Chriſtian (that 7s, nnlimi- 
ted and univerſal) charityz (in which 
thoſe that diſſented from him in matters 
of Religion (which is rare in theſe days) 
had not only a real butgreat intereſt) in- 
tire (elf-Relignation tothe will of God, &- 
a very devout temper of mind towards 
him. And thoſe muſt needs conclude that he 
loved God and the ſouls of men in an emi- 
rent degree, that obſerved how very pub- 
lick ſpirited he was, and wonderfully in- 
duftrious in contrivirg and promoting de- 
Signs

ſrgns for the bettering of the World, and 
in exciting others 10 do the like. 

To omit other laſting Monuments of his 
piows induſtry, Mr. Mede's moſt elaborate 
Diſcourſes, by him colleFed and publiſhed 
in onegreat Volume, will perpetuate hzs 
memory. All that know what he hath 
there alone performed will pronounce him 
a moſt indefatigable pains taker for the 
publick good. 

And I preſume that thofe that ſhall con- 
ſider the following Catechiſm, wzll ac- 
knowledge it anoleſs laborious than judie. 
cious work, and conſequently that it js an- 
cther very ſingular inſtance of his ſolici- 
tows concern for their better part. And as T 
ſaid.that the ſenſe he had of the ill ſervices 
that too many Catechiſms dointhe world, 
was the occaſion of his compoſing this, ſo 
T werily believe that a more effeftual- 
courſe cannot well be taken for remedying 
of that miſchief. 

For, firſt, that ſoit may neither betoo 
large mor yet defe@ive, he hath with excel- 
lent judgment made it to con{ift of all the 
moſt neceſſary and important points of Re- 
ligion,and of noxe other. 2. That 
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2. That ſo all Chriſtians of what deno- 
mination ſoever may have no temptation 
to ſuſpe® the truth of it, he hath compoſed 
#t of Texts of Scripturez and not taker 
liberty to expreſs any one DoFrine, whe- 
ther relating to Faith or Manners, in 
words of his own invention: nor hath he 
any where made uſe of ſuch Scriptural 
Phraſes as to men of competent under- 
ſtandings are obſcure or ambiguons ; or 
fo much as ſeemingly miſapplied any : 
but all he uſed are very pertinent to his 
purpoſe, according to the apparent ſence 
of them 5 as, Tpromiſe my ſelf, all perſons 
not groſly filly or prejudic'd will bear me 
witneſs. 

And wheregs ſeveral phraſes are briefly 
explained in other words, it is done on- 
ly for the ſake of the moſt ignorant, and to 
render them at firſt ſight intelligible to 
the very loweſt capacities : Nor are any of 
thoſe explications ſuch as, I can ſie, may 
be called in queſtion with any ſhadow of 
reaſon, But beſides, that no man ma 
think bis judgment impoſed upon by them, 
taking notice that they are not to be e- 
efleemed 
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fleemed as a part of the Catechiſm 5 and 


that ſo it may readily be read without 
them, they are all markt to be printed 
in a diſtin Charafer, and moreover 
incloſed with two ſiroaks, as Parentbeſes. 

In ſhort, the Reader may reap theſe ſol- 
lowing advantages, by the careſul peruſal 
of this Catechi\ſm. 

r. He may. be inſiruGed thereby in the 
main body and ſubſtance of ſimple pure 
Chriſtianity, without the adulterations 
and ſpurious mixtures (to borrow a phraſe 
from a very excellent DoGor) of Man- 
made Divinity. 

2. He may here at once aud with the 
ſelf ſame labour be both taught the main 
Points of his Religion, and how to prove 
them. 

3. He here hath them expreſſed in the 
moſt afſeting manner and with greateſt 
authority, becauſe in the words of the ho- 
ly Scriptures: which are certainly more 
commanding, firike with greater awe and 
a quicker and more pungent ſenſe, more 
powerfully influence our miuds and ſweet- 
ly inſinuate their ſence into our ſouls, than 
Car 
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can any of our own deviſing. And I may 
hereto apply the well known Verſe, 


Dulcius ex ipſo fonte bibuntur aquz, 


Pipe-waters vapid taſte and dead 
To thoſe drunk at the Fountainr-head. 


4. He will hence evidently perceive 
that the Chriſtian Religion 7s no Specu- 
Jative bat a purely Practical Science, and 
that the deſign and buſineſs thereof 3s 
(though thoſe that would not have it ſo 
will not ſee it) to make men inwardly 
and really Righteozs, to purifie our ſouls 
jrom all fleſhly and ſpiritual pollutions, 
and endue us with a God-like and divine 
nature. 

T ſhall now make two bumble and ear- 
reſt requeſts, and then conclude my alrea- 
day too long Preface. 

Firſt, That Parents and others that 
have the charge of Touth, will be pleaſed 
to inſtru them throughly in this Cate- 
chiſm; Tmean after they have well learnt 
and digefied that which the Church hath 
ſet forth for them: concerning which 1
